1 . Applicant submits that APA does not anticipate claim 1 because the tray in APA moves in or out, but does not move in, out, left, and 
right. Response, p. 2. 

The claims do not require that the tray move in, out, left, and right. 

2. Applicant submits that Ohashi does not anticipate claim 1 because part 111 is not a cover, but instead a manual paper feed portion. 
Response, p. 3. 

It is not clear from the record how Applicant determined that 1 1 1 refers to the feed portion and not the cover. But if that is the case the 
cover for the manual feed portion as shown in figure 26 (and shown again with no reference numeral in figure 1) reads on the cover 
recited in the claim. 

3. Applicant submits that Ohashi does not anticipate claim 1 because part 1 1 1 is not on a front side thereof. Response, p. 3. 
However, the side of the apparatus relied upon in Ohashi to be a front side in figure 1 is in the front. 

4. Applicant submits that Ohashi does not anticipate claim 1 because Ohashi actually teaches away from the claimed invention. 
Response, p. 3. 

Applicant is reminded that the concept of teaching away relates only to rejections made under 35 USC 103. Ohashi was applied as art 
under 35 USC 102. Even if Ohashi taught away from some aspect of Applicant's invention, that would have no bearing on the validity of a 
rejection made under 35 USC 102. See MPEP 2131.05. 

A reference is no less anticipatory if, after disclosing the invention, the reference then disparages it. The question whether a reference 
"teaches away" from the invention is inapplicable to an anticipation analysis. Celeritas Technologies Ltd. v. Rockwell International Corp., 
150 F.3d 1354, 1361, 47 USPQ2d 1516, 1522-23 (Fed. Cir. 1998). 
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
